Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-6, filed 5/1/2009, with respect to claims 1-8 
and 12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8 and 
12 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-8 and 12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record do not anticipate or suggest or render obvious the 
invention as recited in the independent claim. 

While Huang et al teaches a method for preparation of LiFeP0 4 /C comprising Li- 
containing a olivine precursor compound and mixing with carbon gel, neither Huang et 
al nor the remaining prior art of record would reasonably lead one of ordinary skill in the 
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art to arrive at the invention as currently claimed. For example, the prior art of record 
does not reasonably teach or suggest of the claimed method of preparing a carbon 
coated comprising Li-containing olivine or NASICON powder comprising steps of 
preparing a water-based solution including, as solutes, one or more Li-containing olivine 
or NASICON precursor compounds and one or more carbon-bearing monomer 
compounds; precipitating the Li- containing olivine or NASICON precursor compounds 
and polymerizing the monomer compounds in a single step : heat treating the obtained 
precipitate in a neutral or reducing environment in order to form a Li-containing olivine 
or NASICON crystalline phase and decompose the polymer to carbon. And there is 
nothing taught by the prior art of record to reasonably arrive at the claimed 
configuration.
